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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1 ) Applicant argues that icons such as icon (66) 
do not provide a flagging of a list of patients having health parameters outside a preset range. In the final office action ,the examiner 
indicated that flashing icons were a flagging of specific patients, and that the flagging was indicative of non-compliant data. Icon (66) 
referred to by applicant is not one of the flashing icons referred to by the examiner in the final office action. See the final office action, last 
three lines of page 2 and first two paragraphs of page 5 for a discussion of the flashing icons. (2) Applicant argues that the indications^-®-;^ 
non-compliance are metadata, rather than actual physiological data. This argument appears to be speculative, as the reference to Brown 
contains no such teaching.
